It was the first time 
in 14 years MacArthur had been in Continental United States. The intervening years had 
been spent on U. S. Army duty in the Philippines, commanding American forces in the 
Southwest Pacific in World War II, as occupation commander of Japan since V-J Day, 
and as United Nations commander in the Korean War—until he was fired last week by

A few weeks later the General returned to Atsugi to 
meet Mrs. MacArthur, who came with their son Arthur 
and his Chinese amah (nurse), Ah Chu. There was no 
guard at all at the airport. The General, unarmed, with 
one aide, unarmed, constituted the entire reception com- 
mittee. The group drove back to Tokyo through the broken 
streets, unlighted, and menacingly deserted. 

“Isn’t it dangerous?” Mrs. MacArthur whispered. 

“Not at all,” the General smiled. 

These episodes, minor as they are, tell a good deal 
about MacArthur. They demonstrate his undoubted cour- 
age, his instinct for understanding Orientals, his simplicity 
in some respects, his fatalism, his fixed sense of objective, 
and something else that has led him into danger on occa- 
sion—a tendency to exaggerated optimism, based on his 
unalterable conviction that he is a man of destiny. 

Some people in Japan, even after the occupation had 
been going on for several months, did not fully realize that 
MacArthur was the boss. On Jan. 4, 1946, came the first 
“purge” order, and this was a stark awakening. Three or 
four members of the cabinet had to be dismissed, because 
they had been militarists, ie. war criminals, before the 
war.

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Much Depends on the General’s Speech 


WASHINGTON—Gen. MacAr- 
thur returns to the United States today 
after an absence of 14 years. He comes 
home to a-nation badly and emotionally 
divided over the issue of the President’s 
action in relieving him of command for 
opposing the Government's foreign policy. 

Public opinion slowly is swinging more 
and more to the President in so far as the 
necessity for the removal .is concerned. 
The influential New York Times threw its 
weight on this side in its lead editorial of 
Tuesday. 


It said: “In this controversy this news- 
paper has taken an unequivocal] stand in 
favor of the Government and against Gen. 
MacArthur. It has done so for three 
reasons: 


“First, we believe that President Tru- 
man is right in asserting the supremacy 
of the civil government over any military 


authority giving the appearance of chal-, 


lenging this supremacy. 


“Second, we believe that present cir- 
cumstances dictate a policy of trying to 
limit the war to Korea in an effort to 
avert a new world war, rather than taking 
the risk of precipitating such a war and 
splitting both the United Nations and the 
Atlantic alliance by extending the Korean 
hostilities to China, as Gen. MacArthur 
urges. . 

“Finally, and in contrast to Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, we believe that now, as during the 
last war, our first front and priniary con- 
cern must be Europe, and that Asia is a 
second front which should be held as effec- 
tively as possible, but without sacrificing 
the defense of the Atlantic community.” 


That position is the sound one and the 
only one a thoughtful citizen can take. 


But, nothing can close the Pandora’s box 
opened by the removal of Gen. MacArthur. 

If we were not on the eve of a political 
year, we could feel with some assurance 
that this controversy would have a healthy 
effect. It may yet do so. But its chances 
are greatly lessened because of the fact 
that the choosing up of sides has already 
begun and presumably Gen. MacArthur is 
going to enter the political field. 

Thus. the net effect is likely to be po- 
litical, when what we desperately need is 
full unity behind a bipartisan foreign pol- 
icy. That now is impossible. We likely are 
to have a full-dress examination of foreign 
policy. The effect of this on Europe, where 
Gen. Eisenhower is now trying to create an 
army for the defense of .that critical area, 
may well mean disaster. : 

Gen. MacArthur is committed to Asia 
as the theater where action against Com- 
munism must be greatest. He will carry 
with him many of the Republicans and a 
few Democrats. This division may cause 
the Russians to hurry their action against’ 
Yugoslavia. There are increasing signs of 
trouble there. ? 

That. we should lose the bipartisan 
front now is a grievously bad piece of luck. 
It will bring doubt and consternation to 
European countries. It will step up the 
activities of Communist parties there. It 
may lose us Europe and leave us with the 
vast, unorganized stretches of Asia. That 
Gen. MacArthur should regard Asia as the 
primary front is astonishing and regret- 
table. | 

Much depends upon the tone of his 
Thursday speech. It is to be hoped he 
understands it is not merely a celebration 
to honor him, but one in which the nation 
can be split even more widely and the At- 
lantic Pact wrecked. —R. M.

dent’s dismissal of Gen. MacArthur, the Repub- 

licans, faced with one of the best prospects of winning a presi- 

dential election in 20 years, are apparently out to snatch defeat 
from the jaws of victory. 

Everything the Republicans are doing with respect to the 


MacArthur incident tends to bring about a situation which will © 


force the Democrats to nominate Gen. Dwight Eisenhower as 
their presidential candidate next year. Moreover, regardless of 
any political leanings he may have now, the effect wilb be to drive 
Eisenhower into the ranks of the Democrats. 


By going all out in their support of Gen. MacArthur the Re- 
publicans are committing themselves to a series of issues, vital to 
the national interests, on which Eisenhower stands squarely on 
the opposite side. 

On the issue of military against civilian control, the usurpa- 
tion of. which brought about MacArthur’s downfall, Gen. Eisen- 
hower has a meticulous respect for the supremacy of civilian 
authority that is well known. He reiterated this in the comment 
he made on the President’s action. : 


Opposites On the issue of whether we are te give top priority 

, : to Asia or to Europe in the fight on Communism, 
the two men.are diametrically opposed. MacArthur is for waging 
all-out war against Communism in Asia. Eisenhower believes 
that Western Europe should be the focal point of our defense plans, 
because there lies the greatest concentration of industrial power 
outside the United States and Russia. 


Eisenhower's thesis is that wars are won by industrial power. 
By that criterion, Western Europe, he reminds, is the far greatér 
prize. He has warned that if we allow the industrial and man- 
power resources of Western Europe to pass by default to the 
control of the Kremlin, then our national security is in jeopardy. 

As between the conflicting positions of these two outstanding 
military men, there can be no doubt as to where reason and logic 
lie. Yet that is the issue which the Republicans appear to be 
determined to. thrust upon the American people. 


Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New York has launched a boom for 
Eisenhower to become the Republican presidential nominee in 
1952. But, with the Republicans embracing the MacArthur side 
of the controversy, # is inconceivable that Gen. Eisenhower could 
accept the GOP nomination even if it were offered him. . 

The inevitable result, therefore, will be to force Gen. Eisen- 
hower over to the Democratic side of the issue. Because of his 
known views on the question and the position he occupies as 
Allied commander in Western Europe, he is bound to be drawn 
into the fight as epitomizing the opposite side. to MacArthur. 


A Natural Hence the Republicans are driving from their 

ranks the one man who would be more certain 
of victory, if he were the party nominee for President. And by 
the same token, they are creating a situation which leads on in- 
exorably to an Eisenhower nomination for President on the Demo- 
cratie ticket. 

It remains only to be said that the overwhelming consensus of 
informed sources now is that President Truman has-~no intention 
of seeking a third term. With the President out of the running, 
the Democrats will have no outstanding man available for the 
nomination. Eisenhower is the one man who would give the 
party greater prospects of victory than anyone else. With the 
issue shaping up as it is, he would be a natural. If he openly 
declared himself available, he would, beyond any doubt, as things 
stand today, be nominated on the_first ballot. 

Thus the defeat which the Republicans are reaching out to 
snatch from the jaws of prospective victory. By embracing the 
issues. raised over Gen. MacArthur, “they are certain, it seems, to 
go down to political doom. And for a patty which has been out 
of: power for 20 years they might be inviting political oblivion.

Simultaneous with the councilman’s blast, 
Harry Scoggins, high sheriff, declared war on 
gaming at shows in the county, saying that he 
intended to crack down regardless of the sponsor. 
The thought was father of the deed and Monday 
night the sheriff, moving in on a carnival at Ac- 
worth, told the manager not to bother to unpack 
his dice tables and roulette wheels. 

‘The carnival in town last week was no better 
nor worse than most of them,” the Cobb sheriff 
said. “But gambling is against the law and we 
aim to stop it.” 

* * 

THE PROBLEM is a common one. The car- 
nival which comes to town, usually under local 
sponsorship and hence permit fee-free, is cur- 
rently the object of editorial’ criticism and of 
close scrutiny by law enforcers. 

Not all carnivals are bad nor are all features 
of any carnival bad. No one would deprive the 
kids of a chance at the rides and the cottqn 
candy. 

But the carnival which adds to the commu- 
nity crime problem because it has a crew it can't 
cortrol, the outfit notorious for its gyp joints is 
going to find increasingly tough sledding. 

The season is open and in many Georgia 
counties it’s open season for shady operators. The 
carnival owner might as well take the hint, put 
his house in order and get eed to pay his way.

WASHINGTON—It is only a little more than a year before the national 

conventions of our two great political parties meet to nominate candidates for 
President and Vice-President. Our people are beginning, as usual, to look forward ~ 

to that time of decision. We find ourselves today in a state of emotional upheaval | 
ili é induced by various discontents germinated by the international crisis and our - 
ns common defense program. The tendency is to look for a savior, for a mythical and 


illusive “hero.” 


For that the military figure is most convenient. 


It is only natural, therefore, that 


this should translate itself into the field of politics and that, in anticipation of the election next 
year of a national political leader—a President—public interest should concentrate in military 
figures. Events have catapulted two such to the fore. 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower-re-emerged in an 
active role that directed political attention his 
way again dramatically when he was appointed 
commander of the combined European army un- 
der the Atlantic Pact. Now we find him at the 
top of the Gallup Poll of both parties, but draw- 
ing more support among Democrats than among 
Republicans as a 1952 presidentia] candidate. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur, now returning 
 fiotne in the martyred-hero role, finds him- 
self the darling of many Republicans. Again 
we see “MacArthur fer President” clubs 
bloomihg up all over in that lushness typical 
of sudden emotional! spurts among our people.

There Is a Definite Dictatorship Pattern

| Second in a series of articles on Argentina 
The Argentine police force is better trained, better disciplined and better armed than the army and 


now numbers more than 30,000. As all police forces do, it obeys the ruling power, but since there is 
a struggle for power, a time will come when the police must choose and their weight could well be 


decisive. 


General Peron has more to fear from such 
forces within his regime than from popular dis- 
content or the opposition. His political oppo- 
nents, who now are loosely grouped under the 
Radical party, are courageous, intelligent and 
experienced, but they have no positive program 
and no mass following. Like the conservatives of 
the previous ruling oligarchical class, the party 
had some liberal ideas, but never carried them 
out, and now finds all its libera] thunder stolen 
by Peronism. 


The so-called oligarchy is made up of a 
few thousand immensely wealthy landowners 
and the upper brackets of the. business and 
professional classes. It made the fata] error 
of repressing the upsurge of democracy and 
it did not provide the sort of benefits and 
rights that labor has earned for itself in con- 
temporary times. 


Therefore, it is a politically discredited class, 
although it numbers many of the finest, most 
cultured and most high-minded Argentines among 
its number. 


Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz, publisher of La 
Prensa, belongs to this last-named elite. It is an 
aristocratic family that has remained quietly 
apart from society and from the Government for 
generations because its members have considered 
the running of La Prensa to be a high mission, 


to which they devoted their lives. Socially, they — 


rank far abave President and Senora Peron,. and 
that has been one source of friction. General 
Peron boasts that he has a labor government and 
he has fostered a class struggle against such 
families as the Gainza Paz. 


Consequently, one sees no alternative to 
Peronism, and that constitutes its major strength. 
At the same time, Peronism has to integrate its 
own power before it can be safe. This is exactly 
the problem that Mussolini faced after the Mat- 
teotti affair in 1924, By 1926, Mussolini succeeded 
in creating the Fascist state as we know it today, 
but it was touch and go for some months. 


If General and Senora Peron hold together 
and gather the reins of power firmly in their 
hands, they could last indefinitely, but they 
would have to create a real totalitarian state and 
dominate it together. This would be something 
new under the sun, and it would be extraordi- 
nary if it assumed a 50-50 character, since hu- 
man nature is not like that. 


One hears much speculation in Argentina as 
to which is the stronger character and which will 


Peronism are so close that they cannot be acci- 
dental. The Peron regime is easier to under- 
stand when one makes this comparison. 


President Peron was a military attache in 
Rome in the years before the second World War 
and it is obvious that Mussolini’s system made a 
deep impression on him. Like most Argentines, 
especially their military men, General Peron has 
a profound conviction that Argentina, not the 
United States, is the true and natural leader of 
Latin America. 

Some of the analogies to Italian Fascism are 
unimportant but significant. General Peron has 
used the balcony of the Casa Rosada, or Gov- 
ernment House, the way Mussolini used the bal- 
cony. of the Palazzo Venezia to harangue the 
crowds or appear before them. 


Just as Fascism had its stirring march of 
the “Giovinezza,” so this movement has its 
“Muchachos Peronistas,” the march of “the 
Peronista boys.” Oct. 28, the anniversary of 
the march on Rome is here “Glorious Oct. 
17,” commemorating the then Coleone! Peron’s 
release from jail in 1945 and the seizure of 
power in Buenos Aires. The use of phote- 
graphs of General and Senora Peron every- 
where is typical. 


So is the use of the title “Lider” (Leader, 
Duce, Fuehrer, Caudillo). So is the slogan one 
comes upon at every turn, “Peron Cumple” 
(Peron gets things done), which is better than 
“Mussolini is always right.” But for that matter, 
“Peron is always right” to Peronistas.

Menochromatic color 
schemes (one color and its 
variations) are becoming pop- 
ular, particularly in bedrooms 
because of their restful effect. 
The use of cool colors, too, is 
best for bedrooms, for their 
serenity is an aid to sleep. 


For example, one might do the 
‘walls in forest green and use a 
very light shade of green or neu- 
tral for the floor covering. A 
bedspread, in a fabric with a 
white ground and various shades 
of green, a touch of cherry red 
in the print, would provide in- 
terest and contrast. 

The draperies may blend with 
the walls—either the same color 
or a shade darker or lighter. 
This avoids the chopped up feel- 
ing and creates the illusion, by 
continuity, of larger proportions, 
Then lamp shades and, per- 
haps, an occasional chair, in 
cherry red would pick up. the 
red in the bedspread. and: pro- 
vide an effective bright or ac- 
cent color. 

Leading the over-all color pa- 
rade this year is vellow, in all 
its shades and tones. Neutrals, 


such as black, white, gray, beige* 


and brown are also favorites, 
for they can be added to en- 
hance the beauty of any color 
scheme.

practice. At least two half-hour 
periods a day are recommend- 
ed as practice time for relaxing. 
It is the frequency and regular- 
ity of this practice that is the 
secret of successful relaxation, 
and consequently, a happier 
state of mind. 

First in a program of relax- 
ing, one should choose a room 
where he won't be disturbed. 
Then he should stretch out on 
a level, resilient bed with a 
buoyant pillow under his head 
and neck, a large pillow under 
his knees and a smaller pillow 
under each elbow. The pillows 
cannot be limp or lifeless, 
though, as there is no support 
in limp, worn out pillows. These 
pillows are to take away some 
of the strain of support from 
the larger muscles. 

After one is properly settled 
on a comfortable bed and 
propped up with good pillows, 
he is advised to start “talking” 
to the various muscles of his 
body. Beginning at the top of 
the head and working down to 
the toes, he should tell his mus- 
cles to “let go” and then “let 
go\some more.” As he speaks, 
he thinks of his body becoming 
heavier and heavier and more 
relaxed. If he follows this re- 
laxation practice regularly, 
he'll find that tensions gradual- 
ly diminish until they have 
completely disappeared.

While there are plenty of apples around to enjoy and to “cook- 
up” in new ways, here are some excellent apple recipes you will 
‘want for your Best Recipe File. These are from my reference book 
of recipes from food editors all over the United States. They are 
typical, best-liked recipes from the women in that area. 

“Since apples represent the No. 3 industry in size of farm in- 
come in the state of Washington you would expect good recipes 
from us,” writes Dorothy Neighbors, food editor, Seattle Times. 
“This is a standard demert.” 


APPLE DUMPLINGS WITH CINNAMON SAUCE 


2 cups sifted flour 6 medium-size apples 

4 teaspoon salt lo cup sugar 

24 cup shortening 114 teaspoons cinnamon 

7 tablespoons ice water 1 tablespoon butter 

Sift flour with salt. Cut in shortening with pastry blender. Add 

just enough ice water to make a soft dough. Roll out on lightly 
floured board: cover with grated apple: sprinkle with a mixture 
of the sugar and cinnamon and dot with butter. Roll up as with 
felly roll. Cut in one-inch slices. Place cut side up, about one inch 
apart in a greased baking dish and top with the following sauce. 
Bake in a very hot oven, 460 degrees, for 7 minutes, then reduce 
heat to 350 degrees and bake 40 minutes longer. 


SAUCE 


3 tablespoons lemon juice 
14 teaspoon allspice 
‘1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 tablespoon butter 14 teaspoon nutmeg 
Mix sugar and flour. Add water and lémon juice. Cook to- 
gether until clear and thick.
